THE AMERICAN LEGION 


A good many people are beginning to 
worry over the fact that the American 
Legion, consisting of men who served in 
the war in Europe, may develop into a 
great political organization.

Tt there 
anything about the makeup of the Legion 
on which should give the faintest heart 
any cause for fear?

California has the honor of establish- 
ing ‘‘the first soldier settlement in the 
United States.’? The land settlement 
board has just purchased a tract of 8,000 
acres in Merced county, on which there 
will be room for 300 families. The 
board already has 1,000 applications from 
former service men for allotments: De-

lines of the Dunham colony, now eom-

Efforts have been made to obtain legis- 
lation by congress by which lands would 
be supplied to former service men, but 
Secretary Lane who sponsored the plan 
for soldier settlements has been unable 
to get any results. His plan was pre- 
sented while the war was in progress and 
the, so-called Lane-Mondell bill still slum- 
bers, somewhere in committee. Much talk 
has been indulged in but congress is in 
no hurry to do anything. 

Canada provides a contrast with the 
United States in regard to land legislation 
for soldiers. Canada long ago passed a 
soldier land settlement act under which 
money is loaned to service men who want 
to purchase land, stock and implements.
